The Thompsons had intended to convey land for the purpose of a |-f ie 
detached dwelling; however, the application was opposed by the Credit 
Conservation Authority, the City of Mississauga, the Erindale Village 
Association and a number of area residents. 


The OMB dismissed both appeals on the proposition that the subject site is 
oot suitable to be used for that purpose, and there has been no appeal to that 
‘ision. 


The Board did comment on the relationship between the provisions of the 
City's Official Plan and the greenbelt zoning. The City's position was that 
the Official Plan does not contemplate or allow for development below top of 
the bank and therefore the consent would not be in conformity. The Board 
found that the greenbelt zoning allows for construction of a detached 
dwelling and failed to see how the Official Plan policies could be relied upon 
by the City to resist a consent application. The Board gave effect to the 
presumption that In enacting By-law 263-86, the uses permitted under the 

It zoning, which includes a detached dwelling, were considered by the 
City to be appropriate on thelr merits. 


There may be a small number of properties within the City which are In a 
similar situation; however, any such properties have not yet presented a 
difficulty to the City. 


The basis of the unsuitability of the lands for development as found by the 
Board Is not a general basis for defending other applications for similar 
relief. To the extent that there may be a need to defend further applications 
for severance on the basis that there should be no bulldings within the Credit 
River Valley, there are a number of implications arising from the Thompson 
decision. 


- the need to clarify Official Plan policies which restrict development 
of lands designated Greenbelt, 


the need to amend the Zoning By-law to delete any reference to 
detached dwellings or other structures within the Greenbelt zone, so 
that it becomes exclusively a "preservation" zone. 


Before any such amendments are considered, the Planning and Building 
Department should study the implications.

The proposed signs contain no wording, but are simply logos. There is no 
objection to the design of the logos or thelr placement on the building: the 
objection is to thelr being illuminated. Illuminated facia signs are not 
te In residential developments, not only because they may impact 
residents, but also because they tend to become advertising devices. 


The applicant was informed that the City would Issue a variance for 
facia logo signs, to the size and in the locations proposed, 
but wishes to pursue the application for illuminated signs.

residential iched dwellings. There is a detached dwelling on one property, 
and farm buildings on the other.

Lethbridge commented that the ideal response time is 4 minutes and the 
current time would be reduced with the addition of a future station in the 
area of this development. The Councillor s1 d that It was her understanding 
that the proposed new station for this area (Station 18) was not to be in 


operation until 1991, 


Councillor F. McKechnie stated his objection to the approval of the plan as 
70 pene of the lots proposed are smaller than the current standard lot size 
(40 ft.). 


Councillor D. Lane reiterated her concern over the fire response time and 
enquired as to the timing of the actual 
Mr. Lethbridge responded that the occu 

one year. Councillor L. Taylor si d that occupancy of these dwellings 
may have to be delayed until the fire response question has been addressed. 


Councillor T. Southorn informed the Committee that negotiations are 
currently under way with a developer in the East Credit District to obtain 
land for the construction of a fire station south of the Britannia Sanitary 
Landfill Site. He also advised that space has been leased in an industrial 
warehouse in the Britannia Business Park for use as temporary facilities. 


Mr. Lethbridge stated that staff would request updated comments from the 
Fire Department in this regard in time for the Council Meeting to be held 
May 9, 1988. 


Mr. M. Millard of Milran Development Consultants, representing Lakeview 
Estates, questioned the Committee on the are: cted by the 500 m buffer 
surrounding the Britannia Sanitary Landfill Site, expressing concern that 
lands owned by his client have apparently not been processed because of their 
location within the 500 m buffer zone while this application appears to have 
been given consideration. Mr. Lethbridge assured that all applications would 
be treated equitably. 


Mr. Lethbridge stated that comments regarding the 500 m buffer zone would 
be in the consolidated report with respect to proposed plan of 
subdivision T-87001. He also mentioned that a staff report was to be 
considered at the Regional Public Works Committee meeting regarding the 
development in close proximity to the landfill site. 


Mr. Ernie Genovese, 125 Munro Boulevard, Willowdale addressed the 
Committee regarding his ownership of land directly east of the proposed 
subdivision. He stated his objection to the proposed gas station in this 
development. Most of the land he owns is within the 500 m buffer required 
for the Britannia Sanitary Landfill Site. He wishes to develop the 14 acres of 
his land not within the buffer. He also advised that he wishes the subject site 
ren such that he is able to achieve the maximum potential of his 


Councillor T. Southorn requested that the apartment sites be signed as soon 
‘a8 possible to make the public aware of the land use and to avold objection to 
this type of development in future. 


Councillor H. Kennedy questioned whether the applicant will be required to 
provide for costs incurred for roads abutting the property. Mr. Lethbridge 
replied that this is addressed through the development levies. 

A motion by Councillor T. Southorn to adopt the staff recommendation, and 
to request the applicant to erect signage on the apartment sites, was voted 
on and carried.
